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Excerpts 
from  the 
President's 
Annual 
Report 


The  1978-79  year  was  one  of  intense  ac- 
tivity. In  three  areas,  the  greatest  suc- 
cesses in  recent  years  were  achieved.  In 
admissions,  we  increased  enrollment  by 
24  per  cent  for  1979-80  and  can  look  for- 
ward with  confidence  to  a full  house  in 
1980-81.  In  annual  giving,  we  raised  a rec- 
ord amount  in  1978-79,  and  look  forward 
to  doubling  this  amount  by  1981-82.  In 
curriculum  review,  we  achieved  the  over- 
view of  the  academic  program  which  will 
allow  us  to  carry  out  systematic  long- 
range  academic  planning  responsive  to  the 
interests,  needs,  and  aspirations  of  pro- 
spective students. 

A consulting  firm  was  retained  by  the 
College  to  advise  on  enrollment  manage- 
ment on  July  1,  1978.  Admissions  efforts 
concentrated  on  reaching  a greater  num- 
ber of  prospective  students  and  giving 
them  more  information  about  the  College. 

Surveys  of  current  and  prospective  stu- 
dents revealed  that  the  majority  are  in- 
terested in  an  academic  program  that  will 
help  prepare  them  for  a career,  and  the  cur- 
riculum was  reviewed  with  this  informa- 
tion in  mind.  Concurrently,  the  advising 
system  was  revised  with  the  objective  of 
helping  students  set  and  achieve  goals 
throughout  their  college  education. 

The  perennial  problem  the  College 
faces  is  the  lack  of  endowment  income  on 
which  most  institutions  rely  to  pay  for 
operating  expenses  and  capital  expendi- 
tures which  cannot  be  covered  by  tuition 
and  fees. 

Heartfelt  thanks  go  to  the  faculty,  ad- 
ministration, and  staff  of  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege for  meeting  the  unprecedented  de- 


mands of  the  1978-79  year,  and  for  improv- 
ing the  College's  position  so  dramatically 
in  that  space  of  time. 

Admissions  and  Financial  Aid 

The  Freshman  class  of  275  entering  Pine 
Manor  College  in  1979  will  be  the  largest 
since  1973,  when  there  were  260  new 
students. 

There  are  58  foreign  students  in  the  en- 
tering Freshman  class  as  compared  with 
33  students  in  1978-79.  This  increase  can 
be  attributed  in  part  to  successful  recruit- 
ing trips  in  Central  and  South  America 
and  Japan,  and  in  part  to  the  success  of  the 
English  as  a Second  Language  Program, 
the  new  summer  English  Language  and 
Academic  Orientation  Program,  and  the 
quality  of  services  provided  for  interna- 
tional students. 

The  strides  we  have  made  toward  a full 
house  are  due  to  a greatly  increased  scale 
of  admissions  activity,  more  effective  pre- 
sentation of  the  "appeals"  of  the  College 
to  prospective  students,  a realignment  of 
our  curriculum  to  demonstrate  how  the 
academic  program  can  accommodate  stu- 
dents' legitimate  career  interests  within 
the  context  of  the  liberal  arts,  and  a re- 
focusing of  our  student  services  to  provide 
a more  comprehensive  and  goal-oriented 
system  of  advising.  Every  member  of  the 
College  community  was  involved  in  one 
or  more  of  these  tasks. 

The  Class  of  1981  is  34  per  cent  larger 
than  last  year.  Freshmen  come  from 
twenty-four  states  and  twenty  other  coun- 
tries, plus  Puerto  Rico.  The  most  popular 
fields  are  business  management,  educa- 
tion, English,  fine  arts,  and  social  sci- 
ences. Twenty  per  cent  of  the  class  are 
receiving  financial  aid.

Academic  Programs 

A major  portion  of  the  planning  activity 
throughout  the  academic  year  was  de- 
voted to  grouping  courses  in  the  cur- 
riculum into  two-year  programs  of  study. 

A roster  of  ten  A. A.  programs  resulted. 
Of  these,  Business,  Child  Study,  English, 
and  Psychology  are  "two-track"  and  have 
courses  of  study  for  both  the  "transfer" 
and  the  "terminal"  student.  The  programs 
in  Art  History,  Biology,  History  and  Gov- 
ernment, Liberal  Studies,  Theatre  Arts, 
and  Visual  Arts  are  for  the  transfer 
student. 

Finally,  a special  task  force  developed  a 
new  B.A.  program  in  Business  Manage- 
ment, building  on  the  A.  A.  program  al- 
ready in  place. 

English  as  a Second  Language 
Program 

Great  progress  was  made  in  strengthen- 
ing the  program  in  several  critical  areas 
under  the  leadership  of  the  program's  first 
full-time  Director,  Sally  Pym.  Thirty- 
three  students  were  enrolled  in  ESL 
classes  in  the  fall,  and  thirty-one  in  the 
spring.  A proposal  for  the  establishment  of 
a summer  ESL  program  (the  English  Lan- 
guage and  Academic  Orientation  Program) 
for  the  month  of  August  was  approved. 
Internship  Program 

A total  of  forty-eight  students,  or  12  per 
cent  of  all  students,  participated  in  the  In- 
ternship Program  this  year.  Interns  were  at 
Sotheby  Parke  Bernet,  the  New  England 
Aquarium,  the  French  Consulate,  and  the 
Natick  District  Court  among  other  sites. 
Academic  Services 

Transfer  advice  continued  to  be  much 
in  demand.  We  know  that  80.6  per  cent  of 
the  Sophomore  class  of  150  who  partici- 
pated in  the  graduation,  plan  to  continue 
their  education.  Twenty-five  per  cent  of 
the  Sophomore  class  are  returning  to  Pine 
Manor  College  to  continue  in  one  of  the 
six  B.A.  programs.  Six  of  these  were 
among  the  top  twenty  students  in  the 
class.  A large  number  of  students  intend  to 
continue  their  studies  at  a large  university, 
and  there  seems  to  be  less  interest  in  small 
private  colleges.  A number  of  very  strong 
Freshmen  transferred  to  a variety  of  col- 
leges, including  Radcliffe  and  Wellesley. 

In  June,  Joanne  Muehl  was  appointed 
Director  of  Career  Services.  This  new  of- 
fice will  play  a major  role  in  providing 
students  with  a comprehensive,  goal- 
oriented  advising  system  from  the 
Freshman  year  on.

Publications 

Questionnaires  completed  by  current 
and  prospective  students  revealed  that 
Pine  Manor's  major  "appeals"  were  the 
quality  of  its  academic  program,  the  two- 
year  and  four-year  option,  the  strong  fac- 
ulty, its  personalized  education,  its  advis- 
ing system,  its  internship  program,  and  its 
campus  and  location.  All  these  aspects  of 
the  College  were  stressed  in  publications, 
together  with  the  development  of  a more 
goal-oriented  academic  advising  system 
and  the  availability  of  financial  aid. 


Faculty 

The  Educational  Policy  Committee 
served  as  a clearinghouse  for  two  new 
and  seven  revised  A. A.  programs,  and  one 
new  and  five  revised  B.A.  programs.  This 
mammoth  project  was  completed  with  the 
cooperation  of  the  entire  faculty,  despite 
the  heavy  load  of  teaching,  advising,  and 
committee  work. 

Progress  was  made  in  reviewing  and 
consolidating  the  curriculum  and  in  reaf- 
firming academic  standards.  A divisional 
reorganization  resulted  in  the  establish- 
ment of  a fourth  division,  the  Division  of 
Social  Sciences,  with  members  drawn 
from  the  Divisions  of  Humanities  and 
Sciences. 
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External  Affairs 

The  1978-79  year  proved  a record  one 
for  annual  giving,  with  some  progress  also 
made  in  capital  giving. 

Development 
Annual  Fund 

Contributions  to  the  Annual  Fund 
totaled  $204,993,  with  $198,428  in  unre- 
stricted gifts.  We  far  exceeded  our  goal  of 
$180,000  in  unrestricted  monies,  and  owe 
a debt  of  gratitude  to  Sally  Heathman  Har- 
rington, '51,  Chairman  of  the  Alumnae 
Fund,  and  Stanley  Lewis,  Parents'  Chair- 
man, for  their  hard  work. 

Once  again,  the  Associates  Program, 
under  the  excellent  leadership  of  Natalie 
Macdonald  Ferry,  '37,  was  the  backbone 
of  the  Annual  Fund,  enrolling  eighty- 
seven  members  and  raising  $108,273. 

Two  Phonathons  were  held,  one  in  Bos- 
ton and  a regional  one  in  Chicago,  result- 
ing in  over  $30,000  in  pledges.

Capital  Campaign 

$409,462  was  pledged  to  the  Capital 
Campaign  in  1978-79,  bringing  the  total 
amount  raised  in  the  Campaign  Nucleus 
Fund  to  $1,200,838.  The  Capital  Cam- 
paign Steering  Committee,  under  the 
leadership  of  Chairman  Nancy  Feick  Ken- 
dall, '49,  has  worked  hard  to  make  contact 
with  major  prospects  around  the  country. 
The  Capital  Campaign  will  be  officially 
announced  to  the  Pine  Manor  community 
in  January,  1980. 

Planned  Giving 

In  1978-79,  Pine  Manor  saw  its  first 
measurable  success  in  Planned  Giving 
with  the  launching  of  our  Pooled  Income 
Fund.  Three  gifts  to  the  Fund  totaled 
$31,102  as  of  June  30,  1979. 

Alumnae  Activities 

In  addition  to  work  on  the  Alumnae 
Fund,  the  Alumnae  Office  devoted  its  ef- 
forts to  reaching  out  to  alumnae  through 
better  coverage  of  alumnae  in  publications 
and  through  personal  contact.  Seventeen 
gatherings  were  held  throughout  the  coun- 
try, and  a number  of  seminars  and  special 
events  were  held  here  on  campus.  Another 
new  and  very  well-received  service  has 
been  alumnae  trips  to  Ireland  and  Rio  de 
Janeiro. 

The  Alumnae  Association,  under  the 
leadership  of  Jean  Ingersoll  Smith,  '65, 
President,  has  continued  to  find  ways  to 
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strengthen  its  ranks.  Chicago  and  Fair- 
field,  Connecticut,  have  built  strong  re- 
gional organizations  around  a yearly 
calendar  of  events.  Boston  and  San  Fran- 
cisco now  have  area  chairmen. 

Parents'  Activities 

The  Parents'  Giving  totaled  $84,013 
in  unrestricted  funds  (plus  $2,028  in  re- 
stricted gifts),  which  far  exceeded  the  goal 
of  $70,000.  Stanley  Lewis  provided  excel- 
lent leadership  to  the  parents,  recruited 
them  to  work  on  the  Boston  Phonathon, 
and  organized  a dinner  for  Boston  area 
parents. 

Publications  and  Public  Relations 

The  Publications  Office  produced  an  ex- 
traordinary volume  of  pieces  in  1979-80, 
on  the  order  of  185  flyers,  brochures,  and 
larger  pieces  such  as  the  catalog  and  stu- 
dent prospectus.  The  Admissions  Office 
in  particular  generated  very  high  demands 
in  terms  of  frequent  mailings  to  prospec- 
tive students  about  every  aspect  of  the 
College. 

Publicity  was  also  good,  with  increased 
press  and  radio  coverage  for  a number  of 
staff  and  faculty  of  the  College,  and  a high 
volume  of  news  releases. 

Travel  and  Professional  Activities 

Once  again,  work  in  fund  raising,  alum- 
nae relations,  and  admissions  took  me  to 
all  parts  of  the  United  States,  and  to  Japan. 

I have  continued  to  serve  on  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  of  the  Association  of  In- 
dependent Colleges  and  Universities  in 
Massachusetts  (AICUM),  and  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  Advisory  Board  of  the 
Keimei  Fund  for  International  Education. 
Trustees 

Membership  on  the  Pine  Manor  College 
Board  of  Trustees  for  1978-79  stood  at 
thirty,  with  sixteen  women  and  fourteen 
men.  Joining  the  Board  in  September, 

1978,  were  Sally  Heathman  Harrington, 
'51,  Alumnae  Trustee;  John  E.  Miller 
(Gwen,  '72,  and  Elizabeth,  '78);  and  Jean 
IngersoII  Smith,  '65,  President  of  the 
Alumnae  Association.  Sebert  Pate  was 
re-elected  to  the  Board  for  a three-year 
term  as  a Regular  Trustee,  having  com- 
pleted his  term  as  a Parent  Trustee.  Mar- 
tin Linsky  was  re-elected  to  the  Board  for 
a one-year  term.  New  trustees  elected  to 
serve,  effective  October,  1979,  were  Ed- 
ward L.  Anthony  (Vicki,  Freshman); 
Raymond  Chorney  (Jane,  Sophomore), 
Parent  Trustee;  Virginia  Myer  Howland, 
'39,  Alumnae  Trustee;  Robert  Larsen 
(Brooke,  Sophomore);  and  Deborah 
Wiley,  '66. 


The  Board  of  Trustees  has  continued  to 
be  actively  involved  in  every  aspect  of  the 
College's  operation  through  its  Commit- 
tees on  Finance,  Education,  Planning,  and 
Conference  with  Faculty.  In  addition,  the 
External  Affairs  Committee,  the  National 
Campaign  Steering  Committee,  and  the 
Nominating  Committee  have  been  very 
active  in  their  support  for  raising  funds  for 
the  College,  and  identifying  prospective 
donors  and  trustees.  Chairman  Richard 
Deutsch  in  particular  has  been  very 
generous  in  the  time,  energy,  and  support 
he  has  given  to  the  College  throughout  the 
year. 

Long-Range  Planning 

There  will  be  a study,  put  out  in  Feb- 
ruary, 1980,  by  the  Long-Range  Planning 
Committee,  which  will  define  the  needs 
of  the  institution  over  the  next  three  to 
four  years,  in  the  academic,  personnel, 
plant,  and  financial  areas. 

Finances 

As  a result  of  inadequate  enrollments, 
we  have  experienced  a budget  shortfall  in 
each  of  the  last  four  years.  While  enroll- 
ment is  up  significantly  in  1979-80,  we 
still  anticipate  a small  cash  shortage,  par- 
ticularly in  view  of  the  escalation  in 
energy  costs.  It  is  expected  that  in  1980-81 


with  a full  house  we  will  operate  in  the 
black.  The  Pine  Manor  operating  budget 
has  had  to  assume  the  costs  of  interest  and 
principal  payments  on  loans  taken  out  for 
capital  improvements,  and  has  also  in- 
cluded other  capital  expenditures.  Our 
cash  shortage  is  thus  due  not  only  to  lean 
enrollment  years  but  also  to  expenses 
which  should  not  routinely  be  applied  to 
the  operating  budget.  The  College  must 
concentrate  on  strengthening  its  endow- 
ment and  its  annual  fund  to  provide 
additional  annual  income  to  bridge  the  gap 
between  income  from  tuition,  room,  and 
board  fees  and  the  actual  cost  of  a Pine 
Manor  education. 

Conclusion 

The  entire  Pine  Manor  community 
is  to  be  congratulated  on  its  unstinting 
contributions  of  time  and  energy  through- 
out the  year.

Fund

It  was  with  great  excitement  and 
gratitude  that  Pine  Manor  announced  its 
Trustees'  Challenge  Fund  — excitement 
because  of  the  tremendous  benefit  to  the 
College,  gratitude  because  of  the  prompt 
and  generous  response  of  the  Trustees, 
who  displayed  in  a tangible  way  their  faith 
in  the  future  of  Pine  Manor. 

The  Challenge  Fund  came  into  being  as 
a way  to  significantly  augment  the  Annual 
Fund  over  the  next  three  academic  years, 
thereby  establishing  a pattern  of  ongoing 
increases  in  annual  giving. 

As  with  every  family  and  business,  in- 
flation is  taking  a terrible  toll  on  every 
institution.  Colleges  are  particularly  vul- 
nerable because  tuition  did  not  cover  edu- 
cational costs,  even  in  the  good  old  days. 
As  prices  have  gone  up,  so  have  fees  for 
tuition,  room,  and  board,  but  not  at  a rate 
to  keep  pace  with  inflation.  For  example, 
because  fuel  oil  prices  have  risen  70  per 
cent  in  the  past  year,  it  is  estimated  that 
heating  the  College  will  cost  about  $200 
per  student.  The  problem,  therefore,  is 
two-fold:  Colleges  traditionally  have  not 
charged  enough  to  cover  expenses  and 
have  not  increased  fees  to  match  the  infla- 
tion rate. 

The  Board  is  certain  that  the  expense 
budget  cannot  be  cut  sufficiently  to  re- 
lieve the  cash  flow  problem  without  se- 
riously impairing  the  education  offered 
our  students. 

Most  colleges  have  an  endowment  fund 
to  provide  much  of  the  needed  additional 
income.  Pine  Manor  does  not.  When  I first 
joined  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  1964,  the 
Endowment  Fund  was  $30,000.  It  has 
since  grown  to  $327,000,  but  this  is  not 
nearly  enough  to  generate  the  kind  of  in- 
come needed. 


There  are  four  sources  of  added  monies 

for  Pine  Manor: 

A.  Increased  Fees.  These  have,  as  already 
noted,  been  going  up  at  a rate  we  con- 
sider to  be  reasonable  and  in  line  with 
other  colleges. 

B.  Added  Enrollment.  After  a painful 
slump  in  enrollment,  we  took  major 
steps  to  rebuild.  The  results  are  re- 
markable. Today  one  hundred  more 
students  are  on  campus  than  last  year. 
A capacity  enrollment  is  predicted  for 
next  year.  As  I have  already  pointed 
out,  however,  a healthy  enrollment 
paying  fair  charges  still  produces  an 
income  shortfall. 

C.  Outside  Income.  The  campus  is  beau- 
tiful and  lends  itself  to  many  educa- 
tional activities  during  the  summer. 
We  are  continually  working  to  build 
this  type  of  business. 

D.  Added  Contributions.  The  Trustees 
are  convinced  that  the  fastest  and  most 
effective  means  of  obtaining  new 
money  on  a year-to-year  basis  is  by 
building  up  the  Annual  Fund.  It  is  this 
program  which  I wish  to  discuss  in 
some  detail. 
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Pine  Manor  has  never  achieved  a par- 
ticipation rate  equal  to  that  of  other,  simi- 
lar colleges,  despite  the  apparent  ability  of 
the  Pine  Manor  constituency  to  give.  A 
relatively  small  percentage  of  parents, 
alumnae,  and  friends  have  indeed  dis- 
played wonderful  generosity,  but  it  has  not 
been  widespread.  The  Trustees  are  deter- 
mined to  improve  the  situation,  thereby 
taking  a giant  step  toward  resolving  the 
cash  flow  problem. 

Annual  gifts,  unlike  contributions  for 
endowment,  can  be  spent  as  received,  and 
our  need  is  now.  I am  certain  that  the  An- 
nual Fund  can  be  doubled  to  $400,000  in 
three  years.  That  is  our  goal.  The  Trust- 
ees' Challenge  Fund  is  the  means  to  that 
goal. 

In  the  past,  we  have  learned  that  our 
constituency  responds  with  great  generos- 
ity to  special  motivation.  For  example, 
four  years  ago  only  twenty-three  con- 
tributors gave  $1000  or  more  to  the  An- 
nual Fund.  In  1975  we  initiated  the  As- 
sociates Program.  This  year  we  expect  at 
least  one  hundred  such  contributors. 

The  Trustees  have  now  created  their 
Challenge  Fund  to  match  all  "new 
money,"  up  to  $50,000,  given  to  this  year's 
Annual  Fund.  New  money  is  defined  as 
contributions  from  those  who  have  not 
given  before  and  as  increases  in  gifts  from 
past  contributors.  Consequently,  anyone 
who  gives  for  the  first  time,  or  who  adds  to 
his  or  her  past  gift,  will  see  each  new  dol- 
lar become  two  dollars  as  the  Board  makes 
the  appropriate  dollar  match. 

The  three-year  plan  as  put  into  effect 
calls  for  Annual  Fund  goals  as  follows; 

1979- 80  $300,000  (with  matching 

funds  from  Trustees) 

1980- 81  $350,000  (with  matching 

funds  from  Trustees) 

1981- 82  $400,000  (No  matching  funds 

from  Trustees) 

I have  no  doubt  that  the  increases  will 
continue  well  beyond  the  1981-82  goal. 
Bear  in  mind  that  the  Annual  Fund  for  the 
1978-79  year  raised  $204,933.  Because  of 
this,  we  plan  on  doubling  the  fund  by  June 
30,  1982. 

I spoke  at  the  outset  about  the  generos- 
ity and  the  conviction  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees.  These  members  promptly  put 
up  the  $50,000  needed  for  this  year's  Chal- 
lenge — an  act  which  bespeaks  the  com- 
mitment they  have  for  Pine  Manor.

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Discussing 
the  Budget 
with 
William 
Person 


William  Person  is  Vice  President  of 
Operations  at  Pine  Manor  College. 


William  P.  Person,  the  Vice  President  of 
Operations,  has  been  associated  with  Pine 
Manor  College  since  March  1,  1959.  Orig- 
inally, he  was  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Dana  Hall  Schools,  the  corporate  body 
that  owned  and  operated  Pine  Manor, 
Dana  Hall,  and  Ten  Acre  School  in  Welles- 
ley. The  proposal  for  moving  Pine  Manor 
to  a separate  campus  came  shortly  after  he 
began  working  at  the  Dana  Hall  Schools. 
Bill  Person  was  charged  with  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  move.  As  he  says,  “It  was 
an  awesome  undertaking." 

Having  witnessed  for  more  than  twenty 
years  the  changes  in  operation  and  the  rise 
in  costs  caused  first  by  relocating,  then  by 
inflation,  Mr.  Person  gives  an  insider's  ac- 
count of  Pine  Manor's  past  and  present 
everyday  affairs. 

Q.  Mr.  Person,  can  you  give  a rough  esti- 
mate of  what  the  operating  budget  at  Pine 
Manor  was  when  you  started,  and  com- 
pare it  to  what  it  is  now? 

A.  My  first  introduction  to  the  Pine 
Manor  budget,  then  part  of  the  Dana  Hall 
Schools  budget,  was  in  1958-59.  Pine 
Manor  had  250  resident  students,  with  the 
tuition,  room,  and  board  slightly  under 
$2,000.  The  College  had  a total  operating 
budget  of  about  $550,000.  Our  1979-80 
budget  is  $4,750,000,  with  approximately 
500  students. 


Q.  What  difference  in  operating  costs  re- 
sulted from  moving  to  Chestnut  Hill  in 
1965? 

A.  There  were  certain  economies  gained 
by  moving  to  a new  campus  in  Chestnut 
Hill.  Despite  the  charm  of  Dana  Hall  in 
those  days,  a campus  made  up  of  old 
buildings  is  inefficient  and  costly  to  oper- 
ate. For  example,  when  we  moved  here, 
we  installed  one  central  heating  system 
for  all  of  our  housing. 

By  the  same  token,  the  College  had  to 
bear  increased  costs  in  Chestnut  Hill  that 
we  did  not  have  to  bear  in  Wellesley.  We 
were  continually  needing  something  new, 
and  we  had  to  go  out  and  purchase  it. 
When  we  were  part  of  a much  larger  oper- 
ation, in  existence  for  many  years,  there 
was  a warehouse  full  of  desks,  chairs,  up- 
holstered furniture,  curtains,  towels,  lin- 
en, pots,  pans,  and  all  kinds  of  things  that 
had  been  accumulated  over  the  years. 
When  a new  office  was  started,  there  was 
always  something  on  hand  to  take  care 
of  requests  for  supplies.  When  we  got  to 
Chestnut  Hill,  however,  every  single 
thing  we  needed,  from  staplers  to  desks, 
had  to  be  purchased.  As  a result,  our  capi- 
tal needs  were  higher  at  the  new  location. 
This  condition  still  prevails,  because 
there  is  not  yet  a backlog  of  equipment 
and  supplies,  and  the  academic  depart- 
ments are  still  expanding. 

Q.  Can  you  remember  what  the  cost  of 
fuel  oil  was  back  in  1959? 

A.  The  difference  between  the  oil  costs 
in  1959  and  today  is  incredible.  In  1959,  it 
was  12  cents  per  gallon.  Today  it  is  almost 
80  cents  per  gallon.  Our  total  oil  bill  for 
the  entire  campus  last  year  was  $149,000. 
As  you  can  see,  there  is  a considerable  dif- 
ference in  costs.  In  fact,  every  service  and 
supply  we  buy  today  has  increased  in  cost 
because  of  inflation. 


Q.  Have  general  maintenance  costs  in- 
creased greatly? 

A.  When  we  built  this  College,  we  used 
first-class  materials  that  would  last.  For 
example,  the  woodwork  in  our  dormitory 
housing  is  hard  oak.  We  have  just  reached 
the  stage  where  the  woodwork  will  have 
to  be  cleaned  and  waxed  again.  The  point 
is  that  using  the  best  material  during  con- 
struction is  often  the  best  way  to  save 
money  in  the  long  run.  We  also  purchased 
good  wool  carpeting  and  fifteen  years  lat- 
er, some  of  it  is  still  in  good  condition. 

We  have  good  slate  roofs,  which  need 
very  little  work. 

On  the  other  hand,  we  economized  on 
the  gutters,  which  have  to  be  replaced.  But 
the  brick  on  the  exterior  of  our  buildings 
has  been  very  satisfactory.  By  the  same 
token,  the  plant  is  almost  twenty  years 
old  so  there  is  plenty  to  do  to  keep  it  in 
first-class  shape.  So,  many  things  that 
went  into  the  planning  of  this  College 
have  turned  out  to  be  successful  and 
durable. 


Q.  What  about  the  security  system?  That 
must  have  changed  quite  a bit. 

A.  When  we  opened  here  we  had  one 
policeman  on  duty  from  the  late  afternoon 
until  about  one  o'clock  in  the  morning. 
The  Commons  in  each  Village  was  left 
open  during  the  early  evening,  and  at  an 
agreed-upon  time  everything  was  locked. 
This  procedure  went  on  for  a number  of 
years.  Then,  with  less  restrictive  curfews 
for  students,  we  found  it  necessary  to  em- 
ploy a policeman  from  late  in  the  after- 
noon to  early  the  next  morning.  In  1965, 
we  had  one  shift  to  take  care  of  our  secu- 
rity needs  and  gradually  went  to  three. 
Now,  we  have  security  personnel  on  duty 
twenty-four  hours  a day,  seven  days  a 
week,  for  a total  of  eight  and  one-half 
men.  We  also  have  security  police  when- 
ever there  is  a special  event.  For  example, 
on  a recent  Saturday  night  we  had  four 
men  on  duty,  plus  two  Brookline  police- 
men. This  represents  a significant 
increase  in  costs. 

Q.  What  effect  does  a small  endowment 
have  on  running  a college? 

A.  A college  without  endowment  must 
be  run  on  a businesslike  basis.  We  try  to 
operate  within  our  normal  forecasted  in- 
come, 90  per  cent  of  which  comes  from 
tuition,  room,  and  board  charges.  There  is 
no  question  in  my  mind  that  the  College 
is  soon  going  to  need  substantial  income 


over  and  beyond  these  fees  if  it  is  to  main- 
tain its  fees  at  a competitive  level.  As  you 
know,  we  have  a goal  of  $300,000  in  an- 
nual giving,  and  we  are  producing  roughly 
$100,000  of  income  from  outside  sources, 
for  a total  of  $400,000. 

My  own  opinion  is  that  colleges  that  do 
not  have  some  resources  other  than  tui- 
tion, room,  and  board  are  going  to  find 
themselves  very  hard  pressed  to  make 
ends  meet.  Twenty  per  cent  of  the  operat- 
ing budget  today  must  come  from  outside 
income  and  the  support  of  parents,  trust- 
ees, alumnae,  and  friends.  In  other  words, 
with  a $4  million  operating  budget, 
$800,000  of  it  should  be  outside  income  to 
help  support  the  institution.  Bear  in  mind 
that  this  year  we  are  halfway  there,  so  the 
figure  is  not  so  horrendous  as  it  sounds. 

Q.  What  are  your  views  of  the  future 
of  Pine  Manor  in  light  of  continued 
inflation? 

A.  The  College's  problem  is  the  same  as 
anyone  else's.  Whatever  the  increase  in 
the  percentage  of  inflation,  the  tuition.

room,  and  board  fees  will  have  to  be  in- 
creased by  the  same  amount.  The  College 
must  look  for  strong  support  from  alum- 
nae, trustees,  and  friends  in  order  to  offer 
quality  education.  In  the  past  we  have  not 
increased  our  fees  commensurate  with  in- 
flation, and  we  must  keep  abreast  of  it. 

Our  faculty  is  also  tremendously  im- 
portant in  that  they  maintain  the  spirit 
and  enthusiasm  for  a small  college,  and 
we  must  be  able  to  increase  their 
compensation. 

To  summarize,  I feel  very  strongly  that 
this  College  has  a unique  opportunity  to 
provide  an  excellent  education  for  a stu- 
dent who  is  interested  in  the  kind  of  aca- 
demic program  offered  by  a small,  inde- 
pendent women's  college.  With  the 
changes  in  education  that  I see  coming,  I 
feel  that  the  people  who  teach,  run,  and 
manage  this  institution  have  an  opportu- 
nity and  a challenge  to  offer  a first-class 
program  in  an  atmosphere  that  is  as  at- 
tractive as  any  in  this  country  today. 
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Despite  grim  statistics  describing  de- 
clining numbers  of  high  school-age  stu- 
dents, Pine  Manor  College's  Freshman  en- 
rollment increased  by  34  per  cent  this 
year.  This  amazing  increase  is  in  contrast 
to  the  trend  at  many  other  colleges  and 
universities  today. 

Richard  Plank,  Pine  Manor  College's 
Admissions  Director,  cites  a projected  30 
per  cent  decrease  over  the  next  decade  in 
the  numbers  of  high  school  graduates  in 
the  northeastern  states  alone.  Sixty  per 
cent  of  Pine  Manor's  applicants  come  from 
these  states.  Why  then  did  the  College's 
enrollment  suddenly  rise? 

"The  success  is  due,"  says  Mr.  Plank, 

"to  a combination  of  factors." 

Many  of  these  factors  begin  in  Pine 
Manor's  Admissions  Office,  which  has 
completed  a year  of  intense  recruiting 
procedures  designed  to  distribute  as  much 
information  about  the  College  as  possible 
in  an  attractive  and  personal  manner. 

The  duties  of  the  Admissions  staff 
are,  in  most  ways,  the  same  as  they 
always  have  been,  but  everything  has  been 
stepped  up  in  quality  and  quantity.  "We 
are  visiting  twice  as  many  high  schools  as 
we  did  two  years  ago,"  says  Mr.  Plank, 


"and  have  expanded  our  staff.  We  are  also 
conducting  research  on  the  opinions  and 
attitudes  of  students  to  see  what  they 
think  are  Pine  Manor's  best  qualities.  We 
stress  these  qualities  in  our  brochures. 
We've  expanded  the  number  of  our  publi- 
cations, made  them  more  attractive,  and 
emphasized  Pine  Manor's  many  appeals  in 
them  — the  two-year  and  four-year  option, 
the  strength  and  dedication  of  the  faculty, 
the  Internship  Program,  the  location  near 
Boston,  the  advising  services,  and  the  spe- 
cial attention  each  student  receives." 

These  publications  are  mailed  to  pro- 
spective students  throughout  the  year,  fol- 
lowing a specific  Admissions  process.  The 
first  step  comes  when  a student  inquires 
about  Pine  Manor.  She  is  mailed  a Pro- 
spectus, which  is  especially  prepared  to 
tell  a student,  through  its  text  and  photo- 
graphs, what  she  wants  and  needs  to  know 
about  the  College.  It  may  encourage  her  to 
want  to  know  more.  A week  later,  she  is 
sent  a brochure  on  the  academic  program 
in  which  she  has  expressed  interest.  At  a 
later  date,  she  gets  a phone  call  from  an

Admissions  representative.  And  so  on,  in  a 
time-sequenced  series  of  brochure  mail- 
ings and  phone  calls.  From  the  beginning, 
she  receives  a personal  touch.  Each  mail- 
ing is  accompanied  by  a personal  cover 
letter,  and  often  followed  by  a phone  call. 

"Basically,"  says  Mr.  Plank,  "we  have 
instilled  one  of  Pine  Manor's  most  valu- 
able and  unusual  qualities  — a highly  in- 
dividualized approach  — into  the  Admis- 
sions system. 

"The  personal  approach  has  greatly  in- 
creased the  response  from  high  school 
students.  For  instance,  our  Admissions 
representatives  now  make  phone  calls  to 
students  the  evening  before  visiting  their 
high  school,  and  it  has  doubled  the 
number  of  students  seen  the  next  day." 

The  Alumnae  Admissions  Representa- 
tive Program  is  being  reorganized  as  well. 
"A.A.R.s"  all  over  the  country  help  the 
Admissions  Office  by  making  initial 
phone  calls  to  high  school  students  in 
their  area  who  have  written  for  informa- 
tion about  Pine  Manor.  An  A.A.R.  serves 
as  a contact  for  those  students  who  can't 
come  to  Pine  Manor  for  a personal  visit  or 
interview.  The  program,  coordinated  by 
Assistant  Director  of  Admissions  Linda 
Francis,  plays  a significant  part  in  the 
Admissions  system. 


"It  complements  the  direct  activities  of 
the  central  Admissions  Office,"  says  Ms. 
Francis.  "Sometimes  local  alumnae  can 
communicate  with  students  in  their  home 
area  more  effectively  than  we  can.  Alum- 
nae have  always  been  very  important  in 
keeping  up  student  interest  in  Pine 
Manor.  In  fact  they  are  our  best 
representatives." 

Mr.  Plank  sees  the  Admissions  process 
as  a way  to  get  more  information  to  stu- 
dents and  to  increase  Pine  Manor's  visibil- 
ity, as  well  as  to  communicate  the  quality 
of  personal  attention  for  which  Pine 
Manor  is  known. 

"It  is  precisely  this  personal  approach  to 
which  students  have  responded,"  he  says. 
"For  instance.  Admissions  counselors 
make  fifty  phone  calls  a week.  The  stu- 
dent who  receives  a call  is  pleased  and 
feels  important. 

"Not  only  has  this  process  helped  to  in- 
crease our  enrollment,  it  has  had  a great 
effect  on  the  school  spirit  of  the  Freshman 
class.  We've  noticed  how  enthusiastic  the 
class  has  been  as  a whole,  how  they  hang 
together  as  a group.  They  get  more  in- 
volved and  jump  right  in  from  the  begin- 
ning, because  they  have  had  more  infor- 
mation ahead  of  time.  Each  student  has 
had  a thorough  preview,  and  therefore 
takes  less  time  to  adapt."

Mr.  Plank  points  out  that  it  is  Pine 
Manor  College  itself,  and  not  the  Admis- 
sions office,  that  is  attracting  students. 

"Our  enrollment  is  growing  because  of 
what  Pine  Manor  is.  We  offer  good,  quality 
educational  programs  that  students  want, 
and  the  individual  attention  and  student 
services  such  as  career,  academic,  and 
transfer  counseling  that  they  need.  All 
this  in  an  attractive  campus  and  a good 
location  allows  Pine  Manor  College  to 
meet  the  needs  of  today's  high  school  stu- 
dents. All  we  have  done  is  to  find  the  right 
way  to  communicate  this  information  to 
the  students." 

Pine  Manor  cannot  rest  on  its  laurels, 
however,  advises  Mr.  Plank.  We  must 
work  hard  to  maintain  our  success  by  con- 
tinually evaluating  the  College's  policies 
and  programs. 

"Higher  education  is  in  for  serious  en- 
rollment problems  in  the  next  few  years," 
he  says,  "and  Pine  Manor  must  make 
every  effort  in  its  educational  planning, 
fund  raising,  and  Admissions  program  to 
keep  up." 

He  urges  all  friends  of  Pine  Manor  to 
continue  to  help  support  the  College  in 
any  way  possible.  Alumnae  or  Parent  Ad- 
missions Representatives  can  give  as 
much  or  as  little  time  as  personal  sched- 
ules allow.  "We're  always  looking  for 
more  alums  and  parents  to  help,  especially 
in  such  a vital  way  as  telling  a high  school 
student  about  Pine  Manor.  By  working  to- 
gether we  can  keep  Pine  Manor  growing."

Pine  Manor  has  made  several  additions 
this  fall  to  its  Business  Management  Pro- 
gram. Besides  the  B.A.  Program  in  Busi- 
ness Management,  the  College  has  estab- 
lished a Business  Management  Visiting 
Committee  and  a national  student  chapter 
of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of 
Management  (S.A.M.). 

The  driving  force  behind  all  of  this  is 
Sylvia  Poster,  Coordinator  and  instructor 
in  the  Business  Management  Program. 

The  Program  has  been  well  emolled  from 
the  beginning,  due  in  part  to  the  enthusi- 
asm with  which  Ms.  Poster  teaches  and 
counsels  her  students. 

“Ms.  Poster  is  always  there  to  give  guid- 
ance and  advice,"  says  a management  stu- 
dent, "and  to  provide  the  necessary  sup- 
port when  you're  sometimes  anxious  over 
your  Internship.  Furthermore,  she  was  in- 
strumental in  my  getting  an  Internship  at 
the  Park  Plaza  Hotel.  She  sat  down  with 
me  and  discussed  the  things  I should 
know,  such  as  interview  techniques." 

Unlike  the  usual  structured  curriculum 
of  other  business  programs.  Pine  Manor 
aims  for  a well-rounded  individual,  capa- 
ble of  handling  herself  successfully  in  the 
business  world.  "Students  can  design  their 
own  programs,"  says  Ms.  Poster.  "They 
can  take  either  a lot  of  management  and 
some  humanities,  or  some  management 
and  a lot  of  humanities." 

Ms.  Poster  defines  her  teaching  tech- 
niques as  consisting  mainly  of  "case 
studies,  role  playing,  simulation,  and  a 
non-direct  teaching  approach."  In  the 
immediate  future,  she  says  she  would  like 
to  see  the  practical  writing  course  become 
a requirement  for  management  students. 
She  also  hopes  to  see  the  library  collection 
of  management  books  increased,  particu- 
larly business  journals  and  reference 
materials. 

A perfect  illustration  of  Ms.  Poster's 
interest  in  the  students  and  their  eager  re- 
sponse to  the  new  Management  Program 
is  the  establishment  of  a national  student 
chapter  of  S.A.M.  Although  other  colleges 
have  chapters.  Pine  Manor  is  one  of  the 
largest  all-women's  chapters.  The  first  or- 
ganizational meeting  attracted  more  than 
one  hundred  students. 


"A  Pine  Manor  student  chapter  of 
S.A.M.  gives  its  members  an  opportunity 
to  belong  to  a professional  organization  at 
a reduced  rate,"  says  Ms.  Poster.  "They 
will  be  able  to  attend  professional  S.A.M. 
meetings  and  student  chapter  meetings 
at  other  colleges  where  they  will  meet 
people  with  extensive  experience  and  stu- 
dents with  similar  interests." 

Because  of  the  expansion  of  the  Man- 
agement Program,  a Business  Manage- 
ment Visiting  Committee  was  formed  to 
oversee  and  advise  on  the  development  of 
the  Program.  "Since  I don't  have  the  daily 
involvement  that  I used  to  have  in  the 
business  world,  there  is  a real  need  for  this 
Committee,"  says  Ms.  Poster.  The  Com- 
mittee, selected  from  among  Pine  Manor 
alumnae,  parents,  and  the  business  com- 
munity, met  for  the  first  time  on  Wednes- 
day, October  3,  in  President  Ashby's 
office. 

The  Committee's  bi-annual  meetings 
will  be  held  just  before  scheduled  meet- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Trustees  so  that  their 
chairman,  who  is  also  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  can  inform  the  Board  of  the 
Committee's  ideas  and  decisions.  The 
Visiting  Committee  will  provide  a link 
between  the  Management  Program,  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  and  the  business 
community. 

According  to  Sylvia  Poster,  the  main  ob- 
jective of  the  Visiting  Committee  will  be 
to  provide  the  College's  new  Management 
Program  with  an  invaluable,  up-to-date 
account  of  what's  happening  in  the  busi- 
ness world  as  well  as  information  on  the 
type  of  education  the  students  in  the  Pro- 
gram will  need  in  preparing  for  a business 
career.

On  October  18,  1979,  Pine  Manor  Col- 
lege celebrated  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of 
its  French  House,  Le  Manoir  Madeleine. 
French  writer/artist  Michel  Butor  was  the 
featured  speaker.  Consul  General  Roger 
Establis  and  Attache  Xavier  North  of  the 
French  Consulate  in  Boston  were  among 
the  distinguished  guests. 

The  highlight  of  the  day  was  a gala 
dinner  in  the  Founder's  Room  of  the  Ferry 
Administration  Building.  French  Attache 
North  announced  the  presentation  of  a 
special  gift  to  Pine  Manor  from  the  French 
government:  a collection  of  books  for  the 
French  studies  collection  of  the  library. 

Former  Pine  Manor  President  Frederick 
C.  Ferry  also  attended.  He  spoke  of  the 
importance  of  traditions  on  college  cam- 
puses and  of  the  talent  and  success  with 
which  Dr.  Mary  Gegerias  has  run  the 
French  House  for  the  past  thirty  years. 

Speaking  in  the  absence  of  President 
Rosemary  Ashby,  Dr.  Burnham  Carter, 
Acting  Academic  Dean,  announced  the 
establishment  of  a Mary  Gegerias  En- 
dowed Scholarship  Fund.  The  scholarship 
is  a tribute  to  Dr.  Gegerias'  thirty  years  on 
the  Pine  Manor  faculty,  her  devotion  to 
the  French  program,  and  her  efforts  to  es- 
tablish the  new  B.A.  program  in  French.

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Her  friend  Michel  Butor,  French  avant- 
garde  writer  of  the  fifties,  teacher,  critic, 
philosopher,  and  controversial  artist,  gave 
two  lectures  at  the  anniversary  celebra- 
tion. Before  dinner,  he  spoke  in  French  on 
the  topic  "La  Ville  comme  texte." 

In  the  lecture,  attended  by  more  than 
one  hundred  alumnae,  neighbors,  stu- 
dents, and  other  guests,  M.  Butor  elabo- 
rated on  his  philosophy  of  relationships. 

To  him,  each  strange  city  we  enter  is  made 
up  of  various  kinds  of  texts,  both  oral  and 
written.  We  must  learn  to  study  the  many 
languages  of  a city,  he  says,  in  order  to 
understand  its  spirit,  the  relationships  be- 
tween its  components,  and  the  relation- 
ship of  that  city  to  the  rest  of  the  world. 

After  dinner,  M.  Butor  spoke  again,  this 
time  in  English,  on  "Writing  Abroad."  The 
main  theme  was  the  relationships  among 
traveling,  reading,  and  writing,  how  one 
becomes  the  other,  and  how  the  sociologi- 
cal histories  of  mobility  and  of  language 
are  intertwined.  Writers  of  the  past,  he 
said,  needed  to  travel  to  the  important 
sites  of  man's  history  to  understand  the 
realities  of  the  present.  Writers  of  this  cen- 
tury, however,  have  had  to  travel  to 
America,  the  country  of  the  future,  in 
order  to  find  their  answers. 

Michel  Butor  has  been  classed  by  critics 
with  writers  like  Alain  Robbe-Grillet  and 
Claude  Simon.  He  was  internationally 
recognized  as  one  of  the  most  gifted  of  the 
experimental  writers  of  the  "nouveau 
roman"  (new  novel)  in  1954,  with  the  pub- 
lication of  his  first  novel.  Passage  de  Mi- 
lan. In  the  following  years,  he  published 
the  prize-winning  novel  La  Modification, 
L’Emploi  du  temps,  and  Degres.  He  has 
also  written  poetry,  drama,  and  criticism. 
Since  1960,  M.  Butor  has  moved  away 
from  the  novel  and  into  experiments  in 
stereophonic  radio  productions,  travel 
writings,  and  opera.  His  work  is  imbued 
with  complex  philosophies  of  reality  and 
artistic  creation. 

Dr.  Gegerias  has  known  M.  Butor  for 
several  years,  having  met  him  at  the  time 
he  was  teaching  at  Bryn  Mawr  College.  In 
fact,  he  was  a guest  lecturer  at  Pine  Manor 
in  1962.  Despite  his  international  acclaim, 
she  says,  he  is  "quite  modest  and  self- 
effacing." 

"He's  like  Picasso,"  says  Dr.  Gegerias, 
"in  that  he  must  seek  several  views  of  a 
surface  reality  in  order  to  get  at  the  hidden 
reality.  As  a consequence,  his  works  are 
very  diffuse.  Some  people  think  he  is 
being  purposely  difficult,  but,  as  he  says, 
life  around  us  isn't  easy  to  decipher  and 
we  must  go  through  a process  of  discovery 
in  anything  we  do."

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M.  Butor's  main  interest  is  reality  as 
seen  through  networks  of  relationships 
between  objects,  places,  people,  and  espe- 
cially, between  these  things  and  time.  To 
him,  life  is  not  covered  in  a linear  line 
from  birth  to  death. 

"That's  why  it  was  so  appropriate  to 
have  Michel  Butor  here  for  this  occasion," 
says  Dr.  Gegerias.  "We  brought  together 
alumnae  from  different  years  and  geo- 
graphic areas,  most  of  whom  had  never 
met.  But  they  all  have  one  strong  link  in 
common;  Le  Manoir  Madeleine.  Another 
connection,  one  which  I think  M.  Butor 
found  most  interesting,  is  that  he  was  here 
before,  when  some  of  the  same  alumnae 
were  here.  Diverse  people,  never  expecting 
to  meet  again,  were  brought  together  by 
the  Pine  Manor  French  House."

Memories  of 
Le  Manoir 
With  Mary 
Gegerias

Dr.  Mary  Gegerias  has  taught  French  at 
Pine  Manor  for  the  past  thirty  years,  and 
for  most  of  those  years  she  has  also  headed 
Le  Manoir  Madeleine.  Under  her  guid- 
ance, the  French  House  has  grown  as  a 
center  for  French  culture.  Dr.  Gegerias 
tells  the  story  of  Le  Manoir's  beginnings, 
and  its  many  associations  with  French 
people  and  culture  throughout  the  years. 

Amy  Evelyn  Stuart  began  Le  Manoir 
with  the  help  of  Pine  Manor's  founder, 
Helen  Temple  Cooke. 


"She  had  been  to  Toulon  in  France 
and  started  a center  for  homeless,  young 
French  sailors,"  says  Dr.  Gegerias.  "She 
sponsored  evening  and  holiday  'get- 
togethers'  for  them.  This  was  how  she 
got  involved  with  running  a center  where 
all  sorts  of  people  could  share  traditions 
and  culture. 

"When  she  came  to  teach  at  Pine  Manor 
in  Wellesley,  bringing  with  her  one  of  the 
two  French  sailors  she  adopted  as  sons, 
she  persuaded  Miss  Cooke  to  establish  a 
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Le  Manoir  Madeleine 
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French  House.  Miss  Stuart  began  many 
traditions  that  make  French  a “living" 
language,  such  as  French  parties  for  both 
students  and  French-speaking  visitors  in 
the  area,  plays,  soirees,  cooking  demon- 
strations, and  speakers.  She  brought  in 
people  like  Simone  de  Beauvoir,  who 
wrote  about  Pine  Manor  in  her  book, 
L'Amehque  au  jour  le  joui. " 

Mary  Gegerias  took  over  leadership  of 
the  French  House  when  Evelyn  Stuart  re- 
tired. She  has  continued  most  of  Miss 
Stuart's  traditions  and  has  started  some  of 
her  own.  Over  the  years,  however,  some 
of  the  old  customs  have  changed. 

"In  the  old  French  House,"  she  recalls, 
"there  were  French-Canadian  maids 
(another  way  of  getting  the  language  into 
everyday  life).  One  of  the  privileges  of  liv- 
ing in  the  French  House  was  having  the 
maids  bring  continental  breakfast  to  our 
rooms  in  the  morning.  Another  was  being 
allowed  to  smoke  when  students  had 
guests  and  demi-tasse  in  the  evenings." 

When  the  custom  of  hiring  single 
women  as  housemothers  declined,  a new 
system  of  supervision  in  the  French  House 
had  to  be  devised. 

"We  had  the  idea  of  getting  the  Harvard 
Business  School  to  recommend  young 
French  married  couples  as  resident  coun- 
selors. There  are  always  several  French- 
men in  the  program.  That  has  worked  out 
very  well.  Now,  when  we  have  parties,  we 
are  provided  with  a list  of  guests,  because 
our  resident  couple  knows  all  the  French 
students  in  Boston!" 

The  change  in  emphasis  on  education 
has  also  had  an  effect  on  the  French  House 
and  its  students.  "They  have  a broader, 
more  difficult  curriculum  now,"  says  Dr. 
Gegerias,  "and  must  give  attention  to 
other  subjects.  Many  of  our  residents  are 
not  even  French  majors.  These  are  stu- 
dents who  have  made  a voluntary  com- 
mitment to  using  French  daily  for  their 
own  educational  experience.  They  are  the 
ones  with  a little  extra  initiative  and  mo- 
tivation, and  often  they  go  on  to  distin- 
guish themselves  in  French  or  other 
areas." 


Of  course,  the  most  obvious  transfor- 
mation in  the  French  House  is  its  change 
in  location.  Despite  this  and  the  other 
changes.  Dr.  Gegerias  feels  Le  Manoir 
Madeleine  is  essentially  the  same. 

"When  Pine  Manor  moved  from  Welles- 
ley to  Chestnut  Hill,  the  French  House 
obviously  had  to  change  on  the  outside. 
When  students  of  the  old  Manoir  come 
back,  they  know  they  won't  find  a painted 
copy  of  the  original.  What  makes  it  real  to 
them  as  the  same  old  Manoir  is  the  spirit 
of  the  house.  The  new  Manoir  embodies 
the  permanent  qualities  of  the  old  — lan- 
guage, music,  friends,  and  traditions." 

The  spirit  of  the  French  House  includes 
many  memories  and  stories.  One  of  them 
is  how  "Le  Manoir"  became  "Le  Manoir 
Madeleine." 

"We  had  a student  named  Madeleine 
Miller,"  says  Dr.  Gegerias,  "who  was 
courted  while  living  in  the  French  House 
by  the  man  who  became  her  husband. 

That  time  of  their  lives  was  very  impor- 
tant to  them.  Sadly,  she  died  in  1966  at  a 
young  age.  Her  husband  made  a donation 
to  the  College  in  her  name  and  requested 
that  we  name  the  house  after  her." 

Many  famous  people  have  come  to  Le 
Manoir  over  the  years.  Nadia  Boulanger, 
the  pianist,  conducted  the  Pine  Manor 
chorus  when  she  was  here,  and  William 
Faulkner  is  remembered  by  Dr.  Gegerias 
as  being  a very  shy  man.  Once  the  Aga 
Khan  came  to  the  French  House  with  his 
records,  because  he  heard  that  it  was  a 
place  he  could  go  to  speak  French  while 
in  Boston. 

The  French  House  students  themselves 
often  bring  in  famous  people,  or  those 
who  later  turn  out  to  be  "somebody."  Dr. 
Gegerias  has  some  interesting  memories 
of  these  situations. 

"I  remember  one  very  handsome  young 
Frenchman  from  Harvard  who  was  in- 
fatuated with  the  French  House  president. 
He  was  over  here  visiting  the  young 
woman  all  the  time.  Years  later,  I hap- 
pened to  read  an  interview  with  the  direc- 
tor of  Christian  Dior  in  the  newspaper. 

His  name  was  the  same  as  that  of  the 
young  man  I remembered.  In  the  inter- 
view, he  recalled  his  Harvard  days  and  said 
he  and  his  friends  used  to  visit  a small 
women's  college  and  he  pinned  a new  girl 
there  every  week. 


"I  wrote  him,  mainly  to  ask  if  there  was 
a place  for  an  intern  from  our  Paris  pro- 
gram at  Dior's.  I also  asked  him  if  he  was 
the  young  man  I remembered,  and  if  so, 
admonished  him  for  his  story  of  pinning  a 
new  girl  every  week.  Well,  he  wrote  me  a 
three-page  telegram  from  Australia,  and 
said  he  remembered  very  well  his  days  at 
Pine  Manor  and  his  old  flame,  whose  son 
he  had  recently  met.  He  was  most  charm- 
ing, and  he  later  helped  place  an  intern  at 
Vogue  in  Paris." 

With  so  many  people  from  all  over  the 
world  involved  with  the  French  House, 

Dr.  Gegerias  sees  a kind  of  network  of 
connections  forming.  She  communicates 
regularly  with  people  she  knows  or  has 
met.  All  who  have  come  in  contact  with 
the  French  House  seem  to  remember  with 
pleasure  its  warmth  and  conviviality. 
These  connections  are  important  in  keep- 
ing Le  Manoir  a lively  and  growing  center 
of  intercultural  exchange. 

"Our  students  go  out  into  the  world  and 
are  ambassadors  for  the  French  House," 
says  Dr.  Gegerias.  "The  more  people  who 
come  to  Le  Manoir  — both  students  and 
visitors  — and  leave  with  good  memories, 
the  more  the  network  grows.  Our  resident 
counselors  go  back  to  France,  meet  one 
another,  and  tell  others  about  the  College. 
Through  them,  we  are  establishing  a sort 
of  advisory  council  for  the  Pine-Manor- 
in-Paris  Program." 

Dr.  Gegerias  is  the  center  of  this  net- 
work, for  it  is  she  above  all  who  conveys 
enthusiasm  and  inspires  warmth  for  the 
French  House.  It  is  through  her  dedicated 
efforts  that  Le  Manoir  has  achieved 
success.

Trustees 
of  the

Four  new  members  were  welcomed  to 
the  Pine  Manor  Board  of  Trustees  this 
year,  bringing  with  them  a variety  of 
abilities  and  new  perspectives. 


Attorney  Robert  Larsen,  father  of 
Brooke,  '80,  is  a partner  with  Rogers  and 
Wells  in  New  York.  A native  of  Wisconsin, 
Mr.  Larsen  received  his  J.D.  from  the  Uni- 
versity of  North  Carolina. 

"I  think  I can  contribute  some  advice 
and  good  judgment  to  Pine  Manor,"  says 
Mr.  Larsen,  "having  been  associated  with 
the  law  for  thirty  years.  I can  also  help 
promote  the  school's  image  by  raising  its 
profile  in  places  like  New  York." 

Mr.  Larsen  is  a Pine  Manor  enthusiast, 
he  says,  because  the  College  has  given  his 
daughter  Brooke  "an  open  atmosphere  in 
which  she  can  develop  her  own  abilities.  It 
has  the  advantage  of  nurturing  the  indi- 
vidual, and  letting  each  student  flow 
where  she  wants  to  go." 


Edward  Anthony  II,  father  of  Victoria, 
'81,  is  Editor  of  the  Harvard  Business 
School  Bulletin.  Bom  in  Boston,  Mr.  An- 
thony attended  Harvard  as  an  under- 
graduate and  received  his  M.B.A.  from  the 
Harvard  Business  School.  He  also  has  a 
graduate  degree  in  modern  languages  from 
Boston  University. 

Mr.  Anthony  can  bring  "a  dimension  of 
business-education  experience"  to  the 
Board,  both  in  policy  issues  and  in  finan- 
cial matters. 

"To  my  way  of  thinking,"  says  Mr. 
Anthony,  "it  comes  down  to  setting 
priorities.  Members  of  the  Board  try  to  do 
the  best  job  they  can  at  putting  first  things 
first.  We  have  several  balls  in  the  air,  and 
must  be  careful  to  catch  them  in  the  right 
order." 

Mr.  Anthony  believes  that  the  biggest 
challenge  for  all  colleges  in  the  eighties  is 
survival,  "coping  with  costs  rising  more 
quickly  than  revenues  are  produced."  Pine 
Manor's  best  bet,  he  says,  is  to  develop  and 
promote  its  unique  strengths  — "like  its 
special  curriculum,  fine  setting,  and  fire- 
brand instructors." 


Ginny  (Virginia)  Myer  Howland, 

'39,  brings  the  special  perspective  of  an 
alumna  to  the  Board.  She  lives  in  Connect- 
icut with  her  husband,  and  is  active  in  the 
Junior  League  and  the  Community  Coun- 
cil of  Darien. 


Already  a member  of  the  Pine  Manor 
Alumnae  Council  and  involved  in  Annual 
Giving,  Mrs.  Howland  is  familiar  with  the 
fund-raising  activities  of  the  College  and 
the  needs  for  the  eighties. 


Raymond  Chorney,  father  of  Jane,  '80,  is 
President  of  Chorney  Oil  in  Denver,  Col- 
orado. He  feels  that  he  can  contribute  to 
the  fiscal  responsibility  of  Pine  Manor. 
"I'm  a very  practical  businessman.  I like 
to  look  carefully  at  a problem,  then  move 
on  to  a possible  solution." 

Mr.  Chorney  believes  that  one  challenge 
of  the  eighties  for  Pine  Manor,  also  faced 
by  other  colleges,  is  "the  maintenance  of 
academic  standards  in  a critical  period." 
He  is  convinced  of  Pine  Manor's  ability  to 
do  so. 

"Pine  Manor  is  unique  today,"  says  Mr. 
Chorney.  "There  is  a desperate  need  in  all 
fifty  states  for  this  type  of  institution  — a 
women's  college  with  a special  emphasis 
on  good,  broad  education." 

He  feels  his  daughter  Jane  has  gained 
much  from  her  Pine  Manor  education: 

"It  has  helped  her  to  establish  excellent 
study  habits,  given  her  a spirit  of  indi- 
vidual thinking  and  maturity,  and  taught 
her  to  be  self-reliant.  The  most  wonderful 
thing  Pine  Manor  has  given  her,  and  an 
approach  by  the  College  which  I especially 
like,  is  the  ability  to  review  the  basic 
components  of  a problem,  then  analyze 
the  problem  properly." 
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Young 
Alumnae 
Fund  Raiser

“I  think  I was  chosen  primarily  for  re- 
gional reasons.  I know  a lot  of  people  in 
Texas,  so  naturally  I can  speak  to  them 
about  giving  money  with  a bit  more  ease 
than  others.  Being  a young  alumna  has  its 
advantages.  I feel  I can  understand  and  be 
closer  to  the  students'  point  of  view,"  says 
Betts  Neuhaus  Armstrong,  '75. 

Betts,  24,  is  Pine  Manor  College's 
"young  alumnae  fund  raiser."  She  has 
been  actively  involved  in  the  College's  de- 
velopment since  she  was  a Sophomore  at 
Pine  Manor.  She  is  now  the  youngest 
member  of  the  Pine  Manor  Program  Steer- 
ing Committee,  a group  of  trustees  and 
other  friends  of  the  College  who  are  in- 
volved in  early  solicitation  and  organiza- 
tion of  a capital  campaign. 

When  Betts  was  a Freshman  at  Pine 
Manor,  she  knew  little  of  "what  was  going 
on"  at  the  College.  In  her  Sophomore  year, 
she  became  president  of  the  Student  Gov- 
ernment Association.  An  important  part 
of  her  education  and  her  involvement  in 
fund  raising  began. 

"It  was  a learning  time  for  me  as  a per- 
son and  a learning  time  about  Pine  Manor. 
I got  to  know  the  administrators  and 
found  out  what  goes  on  behind  the 
scenes." 

In  fact,  Betts  got  so  involved  with  Col- 
lege matters  that  she  initiated  the  Trustee 
Committee  on  Conference  with  Students. 
The  Committee's  purpose  is  to  facilitate 
communication  between  students  and 
trustees.  "I  wanted  to  get  students  more 
involved  with  the  trustees'  concerns,  and 
vice  versa,"  says  Betts. 

After  graduating  from  Pine  Manor  with 
her  Associate's  degree,  Betts  went  on  to 
Boston  University  to  get  her  B.A.  in  geol- 
ogy. Still  very  much  involved  with  Pine 
Manor  affairs,  she  served  as  alumna  repre- 
sentative to  the  Long  Range  Planning 
Committee. 


"I  was  asked  to  be  on  the  Committee," 
says  Betts,  "because  its  members  wanted 
to  have  a young  alum  in  the  group,  some- 
one who  could  help  them  keep  in  touch 
with  the  student  viewpoint.  I was  still  in 
contact  with  the  faculty  and  students,  and 
kept  in  tune  with  what  was  going  on  at 
Pine  Manor.  Therefore,  I could  represent 
the  student  feeling  about  issues,  and  at  the 
same  time,  since  I was  living  somewhere 
else,  give  a perspective  on  the  issues  that 
the  current  students  didn't  have." 

Although  her  involvement  with  Pine 
Manor  ceased  for  a time  after  she  gradu- 
ated from  B.U.  in  1977,  Betts  was  not  eas- 
ily forgotten  by  Pine  Manor.  When  the 
Steering  Committee  was  established  in 
1978,  Chairman  Nancy  Feick  Kendall,  '49, 
thought  of  Betts  as  a "natural"  for  the  job 
and  an  excellent  representative  for  young 
alumnae. 

"I  usually  travel  with  President  Ashby 
or  David  Jones  (Director  of  Develop- 
ment)," she  says,  "or  with  one  of  the  other 
members  of  the  Steering  Committee.  We 
talk  to  people,  letting  them  know  what 
the  College  represents  if  they  are  not  al- 
ready familiar  with  it,  catching  them  up 
on  events  if  they  are.  I tell  them  about 
Pine  Manor's  programs  and  about  the 
fund-raising  campaign,  and  what  the 
money  is  needed  for. 

"In  my  travels  I talk  to  many  alumnae 
who  have  really  lost  touch  with  what's 
going  on  at  Pine  Manor.  I can  fill  them  in 
on  what  today's  students  are  like,  what 
their  activities  are,  and  what  their  hopes 
are.  I have  tried  to  show  older  alumnae 
what's  happening  by  presenting  myself  as 
a recent  product  of  the  College.  And 
they're  really  interested  in  this,  in  seeing 
how  things  have  or  haven't  changed.

"Fund  raising  isn't  easy  by  any  means," 
declares  Betts,  "but  it  is  a true  learning 
experience  and  worth  the  occasionally  dif- 
ficult moments.  It  has  been  a wonderful 
activity  for  me.  It  means  speaking  to  the 
heads  of  large  corporations  and  founda- 
tions, being  in  on  many  of  the  communi- 
cations between  them  and  the  College, 


and  having  some  influence  on  the  eco- 
nomic well-being  of  Pine  Manor  — not 
just  being  a fly  on  the  wall! 

"Mostly,  it's  trying  to  enlighten  people 
who  have  lost  touch,  and  letting  others 
only  slightly  connected  with  Pine  Manor 
know  what  a wonderful  place  it  is." 


And  what,  to  Betts,  is  the  meaning  of 
"The  Challenge  of  the  80's"? 

"Financially  speaking,  the  Challenge  is 
raising  money  for  endowment,  for  faculty 
salaries,  and  for  the  gym,  which  is  a des- 
perate need.  The  longer-range  Challenge  is 
to  keep  the  funds  flowing  in,  to  keep  the 
endowment  growing. 

"The  immediate  Challenge  is  to  get 
through  the  slump  that  all  colleges  are 
going  through.  Right  now.  Pine  Manor  is 
having  great  success  in  admissions,  while 
other  colleges  are  experiencing  a trend  of 
declining  enrollment. 

"When  I was  a student.  Pine  Manor  was 
considered  by  many  to  be  the  best  junior 
college  in  the  country.  Since  then,  many 
junior  colleges  have  folded.  Pine  Manor 
has  survived  because  of  its  ability  to 
change  and  because  of  its  many  fine  qual- 
ities. It  gives  an  excellent,  broad-based 
education,  and  it's  a wonderful  environ- 
ment for  meeting  outstanding  young 
people.  I don't  believe  any  of  the  other 
two-year  colleges  are  as  good,  and  the 
other  four-year  colleges  don't  have  the 
same  things  to  offer  as  Pine  Manor.  The 
two-year/four-year  combination  gives  stu- 
dents the  perfect  opportunity  for  choice  in 
their  education. 

"The  goal  of  everyone  at  Pine  Manor  is 
to  keep  the  College  going.  I'm  sure.  But 
this  will  get  harder  unless  we  can  build 
endowment  to  do  it." 

Betts  married  C.  D.  Armstrong  in  No- 
vember. The  College,  however,  has  not 
lost  a Texas  fund  raiser  — it  has  gained  one 
in  Massachusetts.  She  and  her  husband 
have  settled  on  Cape  Cod.  Betts  never  ex- 
pected to  be  living  "back  East"  again,  but 
she's  pleased  with  the  move,  and  would 
like  to  get  a job  related  to  her  degree  in 
geology.  "I'll  also  be  able  to  spend  more 
time  with  Pine  Manor."

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Tax 

Symposium

Pine  Manor's  Office  of  Planned  Giving 
held  a symposium,  especially  geared  for 
women,  entitled  "Everything  You  Always 
Wanted  to  Know  about  Taxes  But  Were 
Afraid  to  Ask"  on  Wednesday,  October  3, 
1979.  More  than  fifty  people  attended. 

Authorities  in  several  areas  of  taxation 
discussed  the  advantages  of  having  a basic 
understanding  of  taxation,  of  making 
sound  investments,  and  of  retirement  and 
estate  planning.  They  also  responded  to  a 
variety  of  tax  questions  posed  by  members 
of  the  audience.  The  symposium  was 
moderated  by  Sarah  Goff,  Senior  Trust 
Officer  of  the  New  England  Merchants 
National  Bank. 

The  program  began  with  an  introduc- 
tion to  basic  income  taxation  by  Carolyn 
lacoby,  an  attorney  with  Choate,  Hall,  and 
Stewart.  She  presented  a comprehensive 
summary  of  the  structure  of  tax  computa- 
tions. Ms.  Jacoby  noted  that  this  would 
provide  the  average  taxpayer  with  enough 
knowledge  to  ask  the  right  questions  of 
tax  experts,  instead  of  simply  signing 
without  knowing  why,  or  without  under- 
standing what  has  taken  place. 

Ms.  Jacoby  was  followed  by  Arthur 
Raybin,  Development  Consultant  for  Pine 
Manor,  who  discussed  ways  of  taking  ad- 
vantage of  tax  laws.  Mr.  Raybin  outlined  a 
program  of  gift  options  available  to  tax- 
payers which  bring  the  donor  both  eco- 
nomic and  tax  advantages:  annuity  trusts, 
unitrusts,  and  pooled  income  fund.  These 
contributions,  when  bestowed  upon  a col- 
lege or  other  non-profit  organizations,  give 
the  contributor  a lifetime  annual  income 
and  tax  deduction  as  well  as  the  personal 
satisfaction  of  supporting  the  future 


health  of  that  organization.  Gifts  of  life 
insurance  or  of  appreciated  real  estate  can 
also  be  advantageous  to  the  donor.  He 
pointed  out,  however,  that  each  individual 
considering  this  type  of  gift  should  con- 
sult her  own  financial  advisors  before 
making  a decision. 

Following  a luncheon  in  the  Refectory, 
Leslie  Slavin,  an  attorney  with  Lourie  and 
Cutler,  talked  about  the  importance  of 
being  prepared  for  retirement  and  about 
the  projection  of  income  needs  and  assets 
in  the  future.  Ms.  Slavin  discussed  Social 
Security  benefits  as  well  as  company  re- 
tirement plans,  the  Keogh  Plan,  and  I.R.A. 
(Individual  Retirement  Accounts).  She 
stressed  the  need  to  understand  what  each 
plan  entails  and  what  kinds  of  benefits  can 
be  expected.  Ms.  Slavin  also  showed  how 
to  estimate  retirement  needs  and  to  in- 
crease retirement  income  by  careful 
advance  planning. 

Frances  Miller,  Associate  Professor  of 
Law  at  Boston  University  Law  School  and 
counsel  with  Bowker,  Elmes,  Perkins, 
Mecsas,  and  Gerrard,  spoke  about  the  im- 
portance of  an  up-to-date  will  and  about 
the  pros  and  cons  of  avoiding  probate 
court.  Ms.  Miller  emphasized  the  need  to 
read  all  trusts  carefully  and  to  have 
lawyers  explain  all  rights.  She  implored 
the  audience  not  to  do  any  estate  planning 
without  first  investigating  the  tax  impli- 
cations involved. 

Jane  Henkels,  Director  of  Planned  Giv- 
ing and  Coordinator  of  the  Symposium, 
says,  "Women  are  good  planners  and 
should  plan  ahead  for  taxes  just  as  men 
always  have."
